MARION, Ind., Aug, 8.—Two Ne- 
groes who were said to have con- 
fessed the murder of Claude Deet- 
er, 23 years old, a Fairmount,. Ind., 
youth, and a criminal attack on 
his 18-year-old girl companion, 
were lynched by a mob last night. 
Thomas Shipp, 18, and Abe Smith, 
19. were taken from jail here, beat- 
en to death and their bodies sus- 
pended from a tree on the court- 
house lawn. At 6 o’clock this morn- 


ing the mob spirit had subsided 
sufficiently to permit Sheriff Jacob 
C. Campbell to remove the bodies. 

The Negroes were taken from the 
jail last night by a mob which 
formed at Fairmount, Deeter’s 


Traveling in automobiles, the mob 
came on to Marion, where many 
others joined. 

A swift attack swept aside a 
handful of local police and county 
officers who sought to repulse the 
crowd with tear gas bombs. Using 
heavy sledge hammers, the mob 
smashed locks and bars and soon 
had possession of the Negroes. 

Women Join Mob. 

Women joined with men in be- 
laboring the youths with clubs and 
hammers. Some women tore with 
their fingernails at the victims, 

Shipp was first clubbed to death. 
His body was then suspended from 
a jail window with a rope, Smith 
was next taken from his cell and 
beaten to death. His body was 
hanged from a tree. Shipp’s body 
later was hoisted alongside that of 
his companion, The two bodies 
hung throughout the night, the 
mob milling about and warning or- 
ficials against removing them.

Census Bureau Announces 
That Further Revision Is 
Expected to Make Little 
Change. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Popu- 
lation of continental United States 
for 1930 was announced today by 
the Census Bureau as 122,698,190, 
an increase of 16,987,570, or 16.1 
per cent over 1920. 

Adding the total inhabitants of 
the possessions and territories of 
the United States the bureau found 
the total population of the United 
States in 1930 was 124,848,664, an 
increase of 17,339,809, or 16.1 per 
cent over 1920. 

This was 31,282 under the com- 
pilation made on the of pre- 
liminary official figures from su- 
pervisors by the Associated Press. 
The figures have been under revi- 
sion by the Census Bureau since 
they were received from the states. 
The bureau said the figures an- 
nounced today also were subject to 
revision, but it was added no con- 
siderable change was expected.

“The defendants further contend 
that the information contains sur- 
plusage of a prejudicial character. 
The matter particularly attacked 
in this regard is the allegation with 
reference to a settlement or com- 
promise between the Comptroller 
of the city of St. Louis and the 
defendant, A. M. Ryckoff, which 
occurred after the date of the al- 
leged false pretense. 


“This part of the information is 
so framed that it may prove preju- 
dicial to defendants, and the Court 
is not fully persuaded that the Cir- 
cuit Attorney has adopted the best 
form in setting forth this part. of 
his case. It must be remembered, 
however, that this case involves 
not only an elaborate computation 
with reference to the amount of 
work actually done by the defend. 
ant, A. M. Ryckoff, but also the 
amount received by the said de- 
fendant from the city of St. Louis. 
It is necessary for the information 
to state the amount received by 
said A. M. Ryckoff, and that the 
amount received was in excess of 
that actually due. 

„After very mature consideration, 
the Court is of the opinion that the 
allegation with reference to this 
settlement or compromise, even if 
the same is surplusage, is not of 
such character as to make the in- 
formation so defective as to be sub- 
ject to demurrer upon the part of 
defendants. 

In Proper Form. 

“The Court is not persuaded that 
the defendant, A. M. Ryckoff, ts 
charged with one offense, and the 
other two defendants with separate 
and distinct offenses. A very similar 
situation was presented in the case 
of State vs. Rosenheim, 303 Mo., 
553, and it is apparent that the 
Circuit Attorney endeavored to fol- 
low the reasoning of the Rosen- 
heim case in the preparation of this 
information, and on the authority 
of that case the Court is of the 
opinion that the information does 
no: state separate and distinct of- 
fenses against the defendants afore- 
said. 

“Other matters have been raised 
in the briefs which have been fully 
considered, but the Court holds 
that the information, which is un- 
usually long and very specific. in its 
narration of the history of the re- 
lations between the defendants and 
the City of St. Louis, is sufficient 
on demurrer, and for the reasons 
aforesaid the demurrer to the in- 
formation is overruled.” 

Some new evidence in the Ryck- 
off case has been made available 
by the finding of James W. Stultz, 
long-missing witness, who was con- 
struction engineer of the Public 
Utilities department, and who dis- 
appeared from St. Louis soon after 
the investigation began. He was 
found in the United States Army.

Fascination of Fiying. 
“Aviation has not gripped the 
imagination of the world solely be- 
cause at last man found a way of 
flying. Its fascination ies far more 
in the changes it is bringing about 
in existing methods and policies. 
Possibly the most important effect 
will be on international relations. 
“When measured in hours of 
flying time the great distances of 
the world no longer exist. Nations 
and races are not separated by the 
traditional obstacles of earthbound 
travel. There are no inland cities 
of the air and no natural obstruc- 
tions to’ its commerce.” 

Lindbergh added that, if the 
principle be accepted, life today 
would be preferable to that of an- 
cient times, then it is logical to as- 
sume that any future improvement 
in transportation will result in a 
corresponding advance in methods 
of living. 

Saying that the distance of places 
has Been judged by their accessibil- 
ity, Lindbergh expressed hope that 
aviation would replace former f 
impressions of geography with a 
true order of location. 

“The ease of travel between Can- 
ada, Mexico and the United States, 
for instance,” he said, “will un- 
doubtedly bring about still. closer 
co-operation between them.” 

He closed his address by saying 
that one of the. most important 
factors contributing to the rapid 
expansion of airlines in the United 
States has been Federal supervi- 
sion and consequent freedom from 
local restriction.

Weathér Forecaster Nunn thinks 
a new record for 100-degree tem- 
peratures in St. Louis will be set 
this summer, 


Between 3 and 4 p. m. today 
the temperature dropped from 105 
degrees to 99 degrees. Clouds ob- 
scured the sun for most .of the 
hour. 

Three weather records already 
have been established—a 94-year 
record for a dry month; a 29-year 
record for a hot month and a 60- 
year record for a hot day. Official 
temperatures have been recorded 
only since 1870. 

Five days this week, every day 
except Tuesday, have béen hotter 
than 100 degrees. With maximum 
temperatures of 92 and 96 on Aug. 
1 and 2 and 98 Tuesday, the aver- 
age maximum was 99.7 degrees for 
the first seven days of the month, 
while the average was 87.1, or 2.6 
lower, for the first seven days of 
the “hottest August,” that of 1881. 

In fact, said Forecaster Nunn, 
the records of 1881 are indication 
in themselves that this summer is 
likely to exceed it in the number 
of days with temperatures of 100 
degrees or more. Ten of the 18 
100-degree days of 1881 came aft- 
er Aug. 8, 

He udded that tour out of five 
extremely hot Julys were followed 
by abnormally hot August, al- 
though only in 1881 did August 
temperatures average higher than 
for July. Normal is 78.8 for July 
and 77.5 for August. August tem- 
perature: averaged exactly normal 
after the hot July of 1921, but 
were above normal following the hot 
Julys of 1881, 1914, 1916 and 1901. 
The record hot summer of 1901 had 
16 days of 100 degrees or more. 

No year in St. Louis has ap- 
proached 1881, 1901 or 1930 in 
the number of days with hun- 
dred-degree temperatures. In 39 
of the 60 years covered by the 
records, the mercury never reached 
100. In most of thé other 21, it re- 
mained there but for two or three 
days.

Dodges to Avoid Regulation in Address 
at. Charlottesville, Va. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., Aug. 
&8.—Julius T. Muench, City Coun- 
selor of St. Louis, delivered an 
address today before the itute 
of Public Affairs of the University 
of Virginia. He discussed the et- 
fect of court decisions which have 
deprived cities of control over 
public utilities, and the devices by 
which the, utility companies cir- 
cumyent the control attempted by 


state commissions. 

“If 
mitted to continue,” he predicted, 
“our utility situation will soon 
have all the faults of both public 
and private ownership, without the 
benefits of either.” 

“There is no incentive to effi- 
cient operation,” he went on, “be- 
cause the commissions and the 
courts can always be called upon 
for help when things go wrong; 
and when things look up,. all 
profits are the private property of 
the utility, or of a holding com- 
pany. It is a case of ‘tails, you 
lose;, heads, we win.’ 

In Good Times and Bad. 

“The operators emphasize the 
public character of the business 
when they are in a difficult posi- 


ness becomes a private one as soon 
as they become prosperous. When 
the represt/itatives of the public 
seek information to determine the 
propriety of a reduction in rates, 
they are met with such phrases as 
‘managerial discretion,’ claims of 
want of jurisdiction to inquire into 
dealings with extra-state subsid- 
jaries or ‘holding dompanies, and 
other objections, designed to pre- 
vent the fullest disclosure of what 
the public is entitled to know. 
“Favorite devices to keep the 
return below the allowed rate are 
holding companies, with their 
charges for supervision; subsidiary 
or associated companies, organized 
to absorb economies in operation, 
and high salaries to officers.” 
Muench reviewed decisions of the 
Missouri Supreme Court abridging 
the tentrol of the City of St. Louis 
over greet car fares and rates for 
electric current: the failure of the 
Kansas City attempt to control 
Street car fares: and the decision 
of the United States Supreme Court 
upholding the theory of “reproduc- 
tion new” as an element in. the 
valuation basis for public utility 
rates. He quoted at length the 
dissenting opinion of Justice Bran- 
deis in the Southwestern Bell case, 
in which Justice Brandeis held that 
the “reproduction new” method 
was “tegally and economically un- 
sound.“ ‘ 
“Representatives of the public. 
who have had to deal with utility 
matters,” Muench said. will heart. 
ily indorse the recommendation 
that the Court lay down a rule 
which will permit the establishment 
of a fair rate that is definite, stable, 
and readily ascertainable, with the 
emphasis on stabilfty. 
Wastefulness, Extravaganee.” 
“The utter wastefulmess and ex- 
travagance of a renewed valuation, 
every time application for a change 
in rates is made, is one of the 
worst features of present-day util- 
ity regulation; yet this cannot be 
avoided, so long as we are bound 


a fair one as applied to the value 
of the property at the time. 

The public needs utilities that 
will render the most efficient serv. 
ice possible at the lowest possihle 
rates. They should be concetved. 
licensed, operated and patronized 
primarily as a community necessity. 
The utilities are entitled to a fair 
return on the capital fairly invest- 
ed by the promoters, borrowed 
within. proper limits from the in- 
vesting public. The greater the 
certainty of their return, the lower 
the rate should be, as in the case 
of Government securities. 

“What the public actually gets, 


present practices are per- 


the best service at the lowest cost, 
consistent with reasonable return 
on the money actually invested in 
it, but operated primarily with a 
view to its financial exploitation. 
This is particularly true of utili- 
ties which have suffered and are 
continuing to suffer a loss of pa- 
tronage because their services have 
been superseded in part by other 
agencies, the outstanding examples 
being gas and street car companies. 
Artificial Valuation. 

In a number of instances these 
Tosing utilities have been bought 
by groups of financiers thoroughly 
familiar. with conditions, at prices 
representing their actual value at 
the time. Such purchases are in- 
variably followed by application 
for a new valuation under the 
technical rules laid down by the 
courts, which, in every case that 
has come to my knowledge, has 
been substantially higher than the 
price actually paid, and on which 
artificial valuation the public is ex- 
pected to pay a return. 3 

“Where a utility is holding its 
own, and no inroads have been 
made on its business by new dis- 
coveries or inventions, it may be 
reasonable to assume that its prop- 
erty, used and useful in the public 
service, would be reproduced to 
meet the continuing demand ‘or 
its service. But it is certainly a 
violent presumption that anyone 
would pay the actual, cost of re- 
producing .a property that could 
not possibly yield a return on the 
investment at afiy rate of charge 
that the public could be induced 
to pay. 

“So far as this presumption is 
indulged in fixing the rate base, it 
creates an artificial condition, 
which has a tendency to * create 
strained relations between the util- 
ity and the public, because of the 
constantly recurring efforts of the 
operators to secure a rate to yield 
the unattainable return. 

Fair Basis of Valuation. 

“So far as it is possible, the rules 
prevailing in the case of private 
enterprises should be applied to 
public service companies and 
where the price paid by persons 
experienced in the purchase of 
utility properties can be ascer- 
tained, that price should be used as 
the rate base, and not a theoret- 
ica] value based on the estimates 
of experts. A private individual, 
knowing the rates the traveling 
public will pay, might be willing to 
buy a hotel at a certain price, far 
below its origina] cost and far be- 
m the cost to reproduce it. He 
wduld not be able to finance it on 
the basis of reproduction cost, nor 
would he expect a return on that 
cost; he would be satisfied with a 
reasonable return on his actual in- 
vestment. Why should not the 
same rule apply to a public util- 
ity?” 

The speaker criticised transpor- 
tation concerns for ultra-conserva- 
tism, which has kept them from 
adjusting themselves to new condi- 
tions and meeting the competition 
of other means of transportation. 
“If they had immediately done 
what they are now being forced to 
do,” he said, “adopted the new

ERLIN is not, of ‘course, 30 
gay as in pre-war days of 
wollen wealth, but there are | 
no surface indications of depres- 
sion from the vast unemployment, 
fhe big problem is to absorb 
growth, the city having grown 
from 3,000,000 to 4,500,000 since 
the war. 

The jobless receive a weekly dole 
of $7.50, and if one knows Berlin 
it is easy to live comfortably on 
that. I visited an American news- 
paper correspondent whose $40 a 
month apartment would cost him 
$200 a month in New York. With 
two servants and a car his expenses 
total $50 a week. Cafe life is dead 
at night but brisk during the day. 
In warm weather tables are 
moved to sidewalks and a white 
picket fence is set around them.

of Smithsonian Institution. 
for Concord Stage.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8. — Two 
of the country’s most widely known 
comedians, Will Rogers and Fred 
Stone, have presented to the digni- 
fied Smithsonian Institution somc- 
thing for which it has long been 
searching—a rare old Concord 
stage coach built in, 1825. 

It arrived at the museum yes- 
terday after jourrieying from San 
Francisco to New York via the 
Panama Canal on an army trans- 
port, thence by boat down the coast 
and up the Potomac.: 

Under orders of the Quartermas- 
ter-General the creaking old relic, 
with paint peeling off the wheels 
and red leather upholstery badly 
worn, was handled as carefully as 
though it were a jewel. It came 
uncrated and was rolled proudly 
through the streets of the Capital 
to its final august abode. 

For some time the arts and in- 
dustries section of the Smithsonian 
Institution has been hunting for a 
Concord coach. Very few of these 
early vehicles are left as most went 
to pieces from hard use. About a 
year ago museum officials saw a 
picturesque coach which was the 
property of Fred Stone. They asked 
Stone later to give the coach to 
the museum. He replied that it 
had been given his friend, Will 
Rogers, and was in Beverly Hilla, 
Cal. 

The Smithsonian Institution be- 
gan writing and wiring Rogers. A 
month ago the comedian briefly 
stated through his secretary that 
the high old carriage which once 
sheltered hoop skirts and poke bon- 
nets, was theirs. 

Museum officials promptly dis- 
patched a bill of lading with in- 
structions to load the coach on any 
army transport with all speed. 

Now they are trying to get from 
Stone or Rogers a history of the 
relic, but so far have had to be 
content with the small brass plate 
attached to the coach, and in- 
scribed: “G. Gerald, Blacksmith, 
Concord, 1825.” 

The coach is of the type used 
to carry passengers over the na- 
tional highways in early days. Its 
railed top is reminiscent of the 
armed guardsmen who perched 
above the passengers on the look- 
out for robbers in the then “Wild 
West.“

HONDURAN EX-PRESIDENT DIES 


Gen. Tosta Was Minister of In- 


TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras, Aug. 
8.—Vincent Tosta, Minister of the

lic of Honduras, died yesterday 
after a short fliness. He was 53 
years old. 

Gen, Tosta was one of the most 
conspicuous figures in Latin-Ameri- 
can military circles and regarded as 
one of the best generals in Central 
America.

A good slogan for the housewife 
to adopt just now is keep cool 
with food.“ Food is the fuel for 
our body engines, and the amount 
of heat those engines generate de- 
pends largely on the kind of fuel, 
and the amount of fuel, that they 
receive. Food is not only used to 
generate heat, however, it must 
provide building and growth mate- 
rial and repair the daily wear and 
tear of living. Both of these facts 
must be kept in mind when plan- 
ning any diet or meal plan. Fruit 
juices are perhaps about the most 


made up of fruit juices alone, 
would not supply the elements 
needed for good nutrition over any 
long period of time, 

It is necessary to use enough 
fuel to supply the energy needs 
Land to keep the body in a good 
state of health; in summer it is 
best to do this by selecting large 
amounts of those foods that are 
most easily digested and that, by 
their mineral salts and acid con- 
tent, have a cooling and refreshing 
effect. 

In winter the n is to pro- 
duce enough heat to keep the body 
warm; in summer, in order to keep 
comfortable, we have to plan to get 
rid of-the heat that is produced. 
Light weight clothing, cooling 
‘baths, carefully selected food, cold 
beverages—all these help. 

Warm days, or sudden changes 
in weather are likely to bring 
about digestive disturbances, 80 
that it is best to keep to simple gnd 
rather plain foods at this season. 
Foods rich in fat should be avoid- 
ed, as they always slow up diges- 
tion. Rich pastries, sauces, heavy 
gravies and very rich desserts are 
best left for cold weather. Hot 
breads are often likely to cause in- 
digestion, especially in hot weath- 
er; however, those with crisp 
crusts, such as pop-overs, crusty 
biscuits or rolls, may be used in 
moderation. 

Warm Weather Meals. 

The best warm weather meals 
are made up of a moderate amount 
of lean meat or some other protein 
food, such as eggs, cheese, fish; a 
liberal allowance of simply cooked 
vegetables, and vegetables served 
raw; an abundance of fruit either 
raw or cooked. If there is any 
doubt as to the ripeness of fruit, 
it is best to cook it (stew or bake) 
for unripe fruit, or over-ripe also, 
can do a lot of damage to one’s 
digestive apparatus. In some cases 
cooking makes fruit more’ digest- 
ible. 

Simple Desserts. 
Desserts should be simple — 
those made-ftom™tapidca, gelatine, 
cornstarch and fruft or fruit juices 
are refreshing, easy of digestion 
and. nutritious. Frozen mixtures 
of the plainer sort, especially the 
sherbets and ices are good, and if 
eaten slowly at the end of the 
meal, will not slow up digestion un- 
duly. Cold fruit beverages should 
have a large place in the summer 
dietary because of their cooling 
qualities. Avoid too much chilled 
food though, as it will be sure to 
cause discomfort. 

Special care should be taken to 
guard against spoiled food, for 
warm, moist days make bacteria 
flourish mightily. See that the ice- 
box is kept clean, well chilled’ and 
that the food is kept in it. Meat, 
milk, fish or any protein food 
must be kept cold at all times. 
The menus that were used in this 
week's meal plan are good ex- 
amples of hot weather meals, and 
of the types of food best suited 
to this season.

3. Place the tea leaves in an 
earthenware strainer in an earth- 
enware pot. 

4. Pour freshly ‘boiled ‘water 
Over the tea leaves immediately. 


5. Let the tea steep from three 


to five minutes according to the 
strength desired. 

6. Remove strainer containing 
grounds and tea is ready to serve. 

One teaspoonful to a cup. Do 
not reduce the amount: If you 
wish to decrease the strength of 
the tea, reduce the time of infu- 
sion to three minutes or less. 
Many housewives make the mis- 
take of using water from the hot 
water faucet. Water that has sim-~ 
mered or boiled for any length of 
time is fatal to good tea. An 
earthenware pot is essential. Metal 
pots set up a chémical change in 
the. tea which is ruinous to its 
taste. 

Cinnamon Gardens Spiced Tea. 

Make a syrup by dissolving one- 
quarter cup of sugar in a little 
water. To this syrup add juice of 
two lemons and two oranges, in- 


cluding shreds of lemon and orange | 


rind, one-eighth teaspoon of cinna- 
mon and a similar quantity of 
cloves.' Pour a quart of furiously 
boiling water over 5 heaping tea- 
spoonfuls of tea. Steep for four 
minutes. After straining tea leaves 
pour over other ingredients. After 
thorough chilling serve with mint 
leaves in each glass. Sufficient for 
six glasses. 

Golded Glow Iced Tea. 

Make fea as suggested, using one 
heaping teaspoonful of tea for each 
glass desired. Fill the glasses 
about two-thirds full of chopped 
ice, and over this pour the hot tea. 
This may be served with either 
femon or orange sliced, or one tea- 
spoonful: of ‘orange or lemon juice 
added to each glass of tea. 

b Fruit Punch. 

One cup orange juice, one eup 
sugar, two cups tea, one-third cup 
lemon juice two pints ginger ale, 
slices of orange and lemon. 

“Make hot tea as directed. Pour 
over the sugar. When sugar has 
dissolved add the fruit juices. 
Strain over a large piece of ice 
placed in e punch bowl. Add 
ginger ‘ale and sliced lemon just 
before serving.

An elaborate system of checks 
and counter checks said to repre- 
sent the last word in baby identifi- 
cation methods, is in use at the St. 
Louls Maternity Hospital. 

Before the baby has been taken 
from the delivery room it is given 
its first bit of jewelry—a bracelet 
of baby blue beads relieved by 
white beads. Each white bead 
bears a black letter and they spell 
out the baby’s last name. 

If twins are to be recorded, one 
twin wears the beaded letter “A” 
before its ngme on the bracelet and 
the other the letter B.“ If there 
are two mothers in the hospital 
with the same last name, their 
babies have their initials on their 
bracelets, - 

Just for good measure, a linen 
tape, bearing a serial number, is 
sewed about the other wrist. 

But the most Important part is 
to come. A regular Baby Bertillon 
room is maintained at the hospi- 
tal. Records are taken of foot 
prints which hold true for life, 
even though the lusty infant with 
a two and a half-inch foot may 
grow into a man who just barely 
squeezes into a pair of No. 128.
